RAF Pilot Lands 


Flaming Spitfire 
‘Atop Nazi Dornier

LONDON, Feb. 14—Dornier 17’s are among the best 
machines Germany has. They were built as battle-planes, 
but they have formed the spearhead of much of the Febru- 
ary raiding. 

A twin-engined all-metal aircraft, with distinctive slen- 
der fuselage and twin rudder units, the 17 carries a heavy 
bomb load. 

A Spitfire squadron was suddenly called out to deal with 
a mob of them over Kent recently. 

The Dorniers are commonly flown by picked pilots— 
perhaps because they cost a lot to build—and are selected 
for really important bits of work. Which means it is even 
more important for the British to knock them down in great 
numbers. 

It happened to be one of Jerry’s field days, and as most 

{ what we had was very busy elsewhere, the Germans out- 
“numbered the Spitfires by three or four to one. Not such 
bad odds with Heinkels or Junkers—definitely unpleasant 
with Dorniers. But that did not stop the Spitfires going for 
them head-down at somewhere near 500 m. p. h., right out 
of the eye of the sun. 


The Germans were packed in tight formation to prevent 
our machines from getting among them—because if this 


happens they are afraid to shoot at the attacker for fear of 


hitting each other. 


Outlook Not So Good 


For Plucky Spitfires. 

A very tight little fight raged for 10 minutes or so, 
after whieh two Dorniers were down, one of ours was a 
heap of ruins on the ground, and another had made a forced 
landing. 

Things, for once, were not going too beautifully, for the 
enemy planes were packing their way nearer and nearer to 
a certain military objective—and we particularly did not 
want them to get there. 

So a hard thrust was sent stabbing across miles of sky 
right into the middle of a dark flock of raiders. 

Everybody has a bit of luck sometimes, and this time it 

was Jerry’s turn. A hot burst of fire from one of the Dorniers 
caught the leading Spitfire fair and square. 

“Tt felt as if we’d stopped half a dozen thunderbolts,” 
the pilot told me afterward. “Everything seemed to catch 
fire, and it got so hot in the pulpit (the RAF’s new name 
for cockpit) that things on the instrument panel began to 
curl up and melt.” 

To the eyes of the other Spitfire pilots, hurtling after 
it at eight miles a minute, their leader seemed to change 
into a living brand of fire. Littlke flames spurted out of the 
dtail-unit; the fuselage was on fire; the port wing was 
smoking hard. 

The pilot began to get out of his seat. Then he changed 
his mind. 


Heroic Pilot Follows 
Example of Grenville, 

Do you remember the story of Sir Richard Grenville— 
how, when 53 Spanish galleons had made his little ship a 
well of fire, he sailed straight into the middle of them? 

That was what the Spitfire did. With its flying-trim all 
wrong, and the whole machine swiftly becoming an inferno, 
the pilot plumped down into his seat again and somehow 
managed to maintain his power-dive. Only when the big 
back of a Dornier was immediately before and below him 
did he bail out. 

Other British pilots say he passed so close to-the German 
formation that it looked as though his body shot within 
touching distance of two of them as it hurtled down the 
gulf of air. 

His blazing machine flew on to the inevitable smash— 
flew on till its greater speed brought it over the Dornier’s 

tail—flew on till it landed with wheels up fair and square 

on the Dornier’s back and raked with a terrific smashing of 
glass right down into the cockpit and nose, like a little 
fierce hawk clawing the head off a great bustard. 

A tremendous spout of flame shot up from the German 
aircraft as they interlocked. With a stupendous roar its 
bomb-load exploded. Then, still at death-grips, the two ma- 
chines whirled blazing and crackling and smoking down 
the sky to smash out all over the field below. 

Meanwhile, the Spitfire pilot was falling three miles 
downstairs. The wreckage of the two machines shot past 
him, within 100 feet or so.

READY TO FIGHT, TURKS WARN; 
GREEKS TAKE 7,000 FASCISTS 


Yugoslavs Bow 


To Demands 
Of Germany 


Turkey Cannot Stand 
Aside If Nazis March, 


Press Says. 


By The Associated Press. 

Turkey warned yesterday 
that she stands ready to fight 
in the Balkan crisis. 

Through her controlled 
press, she emphasized that she 
cannot stand aside should the 
Germans drive south, nor can 
she remain disinterested in 
the Nazi invasion of Bulgaria. 
Coincidentally, a British mili- 
tary mission completed an in- 
spection of Turkey’s defenses 
on the Bulgarian border. 

In Rumania, Adolf Hitler step- 
ped up preparations of his Balkan 
army of 600,000 men. 

7,000 Italians Taken. 

(The United Press reported 
the Nazis are steadily massing 
along the Bulgarian border. 
The German forces were de- 
clared “like runners at the 
Starting line waiting for the 
starter’s gun.’’) 

Meanwhile, on the Albanian 
front, the Fascists were not faring 
so well. Columbia Broadcasting 
Company heard the Greek radio 
announce the capture of 7,000 
Italian prisoners in the central 


sector. 


As the Axis sped its diplomatic 
offensive, a Belgrade source close 
to Yugoslav Premier Dragisa Cvet- 
kovic said last night that Yugo- 
slavia would accede to Hitler's 
the return today of 
her statesmen from a conference 
with the fuehrer.

Against the Italians, the Greeks 
were reported officially to have 


_broken through defenses at many 


points in an offensive along the 
entire Albanian front, an offensive 
which was ushered in by 48 hours 
of almost continuous artillery 
bombardment. 

The British air force also pre- 
pared the way with large-scale 
bombings, termed by the RAF the 
“heaviest and most successful” yet 
carried out in Albania. 


The Greeks said Italian dead 


-and wounded were counted in the 


hundreds. 

It appeared the Greeks were 
putting all their available strength 
into the offensive in an effort to 
consolidate strong positions, the 
better to meet a possible German 
-' thrust.

A terse message from 
British government, signed by a 
code number, was received yes- 
terday by Mrs. Catherine Hap- 
poldt Jepson, of Decatur, wife 
of 30-year-old Captain James 
Jepson, of the Royal Air Force, 
informing her of her husband’s 
failure to return with his squad. 

“Regret to inform you _ your 
husband has been reported miss- 
ing,” the cable read. No further 
details have been received by 
Mrs. Jepson, 
from her husband Saturday,

In recent letters to his wife, 
Jepson described his duties—

LONDON, Feb. 14.—(UP)—Hit- 
ler’s luftwaffe tonight subjected 
London to its heaviest attack in a 
month, heaping hundreds. of 
bombs and _ incendiaries on all 
parts of the metropolis, after a 
day of mass air battles matched 
only by the furious air war of 
last September and October. 

The mass air battles were fought 
over the channel approach to the 


British Isles as the German air) 


force apparently sought to take up 
the challenge of a pounding RAF 
sweep of the Nazi invasion basés 
in the Calais and Cap Gris Nez 
region of the French coast. 

Strongly escorted British bomb- 
ers had pounded the French coast 
for hours in the RAF’s stepped-up 
offensive and rumbling explosions 
and ragged streaks of fire in the 
direction of Calais indicated to- 
night the British were trading 
bomb-for-bomb with the Germans. 

While antiaircraft guns barked 
at the raiders over London, Ger- 
man antiaircraft shells were burst- 
ing around the British planes 
sweeping over the mist-wreathed 
French shoreline.

Barry Bingham, publisher of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal 
and Times, and Dr. Frank Gra- 


ham, president of the University 
of North Carolina, two leaders of 
southern thought, told some 700 
guests at the luncheon of the At- 


lanta branch of the Southern 
Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies, that the United 
States is aligned on the side of 
the democracies, in this war, 
through tradition, faith, and by all 
she holds dear, and that the war 
can be won by Britain if America 
gives her enough aid in time. 

Center of attention was Talul- 
lah Bankhead, star of stage and 
movies, who rushed from _ the 

eorgian Terrace to the gathering 
Petty. She declared that “God 
helps those who help themselves, 
and we are helping ourselves by 
aiding Britain.” 

Bingham left no doubt as to his 
stand on the aid-Britain question. 
Urging his audience not to be sai- 
isfied in their consciences by knit- 
ting a few helmets or rolling a 
few bandages, but to realize that 
they had a stake in this war, he 
asserted that the chances of a 
German victory are not to be to- 
tally discounted, but that a Brit- 
ish victory was possible, and 
probable, if America threw her 
strength behind England. 

Not Most Vital. 

“T say,’ Bingham declared, 
‘let’s stop talking about ‘aid to 
Britain’ and more about ‘to hell 
with Hitler. The welfare of Brit- 
ain is not the most vital question 
of our policy, but if we assure her 
that we will not forsake her, we 
will be saving ourselves the need 
of ever going through her experi- 
ences,” Bingham stated. 

Dr. Graham urged popular sup-. 
port of the passage of the lease- 
lend bill because it gave the full 
extent of our abilities to the Al- 
lies, and served as part of our 
own defense. He frequently en- 
larged on the words of Bingham 
in his address, which was broad- 
cast over Station WGST, declar- 
ing that “we are going to have 
to stop Hitler in Europe or stop 
him here. The lease-lend bill says 
to stop him there, and under 
heaven we will stop him there!” 

Outlines Process. 

Dr. Graham outlined the process 
by which the dictators had beaten 
down democracy in their nations, 
by taking away from the people 
the things that insured them a 
democratic way of  life—the 
church and religion, politics and 
representative government, the 
independent rights of labor and 
industry, the press, and the free- 
dom of the schools. As to reli- 
gion, Dr. Graham stated: “In Italy 
the dictator subordinated it, in 
Germany the dictator subjugated 
it, and in Russia the dictator ex- 
terminated it.’’- He closed his 
speech by saying “Whatever be 
the cost, whatever @be the risk, 
America is going to lease and to 
lend for the better day of our 
human hopes.” 

The guests at the luncheon were 
called on by Marion Smith, toast- 
master, to enroll in the work o!

“needs every bit of support that 
it can muster to bring about a 
spread of the program that the 
committee is backing.”

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Roles Reversed 

The Germans are finding roles reversed as 
they feel their way around in the tideless sea. 
In the west of Europe, the Nazi air force had 
things pretty much its own way until it tackled 
Britain. They were able to concentrate greater 
forces of planes against both pursuit and 
bomber squadrons; they were able to immobi- 
lize smaller air forces; they were able to de- 
stroy large numbers of planes on the ground; 
they were able to batter enemy air fields al- 
most with impunity. 

Now they are established at air bases in 
Sicily and in Tripolitania. But the going is 
not good. Definitely not. At Catania and 
Comiso, dive bomber bases in Sicily, the Brit- 
ish have struck repeatedly, destroying planes 
on the ground and smashing ground facilities 
beyond hope of quick repair. This has been 
because the British have superior air forces 
and base facilities within easy striking range. 

At Bengasi, 86 German and Italian planes 
were found, unserviceable because of British 
raids on the Italian air field. This is but 
one instance of the tremendous superiority 
in the air the British have been able to achieve 
in the Mediterranean basin. The Germans 
have been able to make but one determined 
stab. That was at the convoy guarded by the 
Illustrious and other warships of the British 
navy. The attack was concentrated upon the 
Illustrious, yet that vessel was able to. make 
Malta, and, even though subjected to intense 
attacks there, was still in condition to steam 
to Alexandria at 23 knots. This would indi- 
cate little damage other than to superstruc- 
ture—her top speed probably is little more than 
80 knots and serious underwater damage 
would have cut her speed far below 23 knots. 

The Germans undoubtedly will prove more 
efficient than the Italians in attacks upon 
British objectives in the inland sea and in 
Africa—the reason is not so much a superiority 
of men but a superiority over the Italians in 
types of planes. But they will find, even more 
than they did in September, that the British

Unemployables 

William T. Livingston, famed economist 
whose figures are used by several federal agen- 
cies, has stated that,unemployment in the 
United States is now “practically wiped out.” 
He places the total of jobless today at 1,669,000, 
compared with 16,467,000 jobless in March, 
1933. 

At the end of March, 1940, there were 5,- 
110,000 persons in the United States who de- 
sired work but were unemployed, according to 
the United States Census Bureau. 

Thus is evidenced the effect of the national 
defense program which is calling men to the 
tasks of armament manufacture, to the Army 
and the Navy and the air forces, to the job 
of building cantonments and flying fields and 
housing for the rapidly expanding armed 
forces of the nation, to the making of hats 
and uniforms and shoes and socks and guns 
and food and medicines and entertainment 
and all the myriad of things the modern sol- 
dier must have. 

A recent report from England states that 
“only the hard core of the unemployables re- 
mains outside the production effort.” At the 
same time it is reported there is, already, a 
considerable shortage of highly skilled labor 
in Britain. 

From British experience this nation can, if 
it will, take a valuable lesson. Workers for all 
branches of defense work must, without delay, 
be trained in the skills they need if this coun- 
try is to produce the things it must have to 
remain safe in a dangerous world. 

Already it is evident we are nearing the 
“hard core of unemployables,” represented in 
that remnant of jobless, the 1,669,000. Always 
there are some not fit for employment. Not only 
the aged and the physically incapacitated, but 
those who are temperamentally incapacitated, 
the chronic idlers, the malcontents and the 
shiftless who can not be trusted with the 
simplest of responsibilities. 

By full co-operation between the federal 
authorities and the great labor unions it will 
be possible while yet there is time to create a 
sufficient supply of skilled workers to keep 
pace with the expanding program of national 
defense and of aid to Britain. But unless a 
program of training, of sufficient scope, is 
inaugurated quickly it will be too late.

NAZIS IN SOUTH AMERICA WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.— 
When Wendell L. Willkie 


warned of serious trouble for this country soon after a British de- 
feat, the isolationists on the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee 
exhibited the smuggest incredulity. If they care for facts at all, the 
senators would do well to study the evidence of an increasing Ger- 
man danger in South America. 

Brazil, for example, is the traditional friend of the United States, 
and the only major South American nation with which we have a 
reasonably healthy balance of trade. Yet from Brazil the State 
Department has recently received a series of exceedingly disturbing 
reports of widening Nazi intrigue and influence. Some State De- 
partment theorists hold that the situation is covered by the good 
neighbor policy, and its implementation in the declaration of Lima 
and convention of Havana. The realists’are more inclined to be- 
lieve that even Brazil would come under Nazi dominion in a very 
short time—perhaps only a few weeks—after a total German vic- 
tory in Europe. 

There may be nothing very upsetting in the prospect of a Nazi- 
dominated Brazil to Senator Burton K. Wheeler, who once inquired, 
“Why should we worry more about a German-Brazilian President 
of Brazil than about an Italian-American mayor of New York?” 
But to persons less determinedly local-minded than the Montana 
senator, the implications are downright appalling. With Brazil, we 
should lose to the Germans the vital air base at Natal, commanding 
the approaches to the entire southern half of the hemisphere. If 
Brazil should go, the other South American countries, all dependent 
on exports to Europe for their livelihoods, would be pretty sure to 
follow sooner or later. The end results would be the loss of half 
this hemisphere to the Nazis, and an‘extremely serious air threat 
to the Panama canal, whose defense is crucial in the defense of our 
own northern continént. 


CASE HISTORY ON BRAZIL Superficially, of course, the 

: picture in Brazil is not too dis- 
couraging. Oswaldo Aranha, a strong pro-American and anti-Nazi, 
is still foreign minister. President Getulio Vargas follows Aranha’s 
policy. Our ambassador, Jefferson'Caffery, is an able man who has 
made much headway against rather heavy odds. There are also 
other, less conspicuous elements in the picture, however, As every- 
one has long known, Brazil’s German population of 1,500,000 is 
closely organized by the Nazis. The indications now are that Nazi 
influence is constantly growing in the Army, the determining force 
in every South American regime. 

Furthermore, the Nazis are concentrating their efforts on Brazil 
both strategically and politically the key to South America. The 
chief Nazi party leader in this hemisphere, General Neidenfuhr 
formerly a member of the German military mission in the Argen- 
tine, is now attached to the German embassy in Rio. Under him 
in Brazil as elsewhere, there is a powerful party organization. Un- 
til recently, the party organization had to subsist chiefly on such 
funds as could be maced out of the German-Brazilians, and out of 
Brazilian merchants doing business with the Reich. Now unfor- 
mag ne money is plentiful. 

n the first place, to escape the threat of an America ‘eezi 
order, literally tens of millions of Axis-owned dollar pote a 
been transferred to Brazil, either in bundles of large bills carried 
down by diplomatic couriers, or by a complicated system of check 
passing from American to Swedish to Swiss to Italian to Brazilian 
banks. In the second place, these funds are supplemented by the 
dollar exchange looted by the Germans in Europe. Polish citizens 
alone were estimated to be hoarding close to $100,000,000 in Ameri- 
can currency, and keeping a few American bills in the family sock 
was a widespread habit in eastern Europe. . 

Finally, the Germans are now beginning to absorb the gold of 
the Banque de France sent to French Africa, with the help of Wil- 
liam C, Bullitt, at the time of the French collapse. Some $267,- 
000,000 of gold held by the Banque de France for the Belgian Na- 
tional Bank has already been taken at Dakar. Banque de France 
officials stoutly deny that their own gold stocks have yet been 
yielded, but one of the first things the Germans did when they 
entered Paris was to put a supervisor of their own in the Banque de 
France offices. And there is a good chance that the rate of the 
hundreds of millions of French gold in Africa was affected by the 
new Vichy settlement. 

The Germans need free exchange for all sorts of purposes, and 
cannot allocate more than a small percentage of their gains for 
propaganda in this hemisphere. Even this small percentage, how- 
ever, is actually an enormous sum of money. Ambassador Caffery, 
who has been forced by Nazi competition to revert to the methods 
of the older diplomacy, has raised a little money to use against the 
Germans from the American colony in Rio. But the sums available 
to Caffery are pitifully inadequate to combat the ruthless Nazi 
bribery and corruption, which runs through business and finance, 
the press, the army and navy, like an epidemic infection. 


BASE AT NATAL The situation is admirably summed up in the 


present status of the famous base at Natal, on 
the continental bulge, of which Charles A. Lindbergh was unques- 
tionably thinking when he bluntly promised that the country could 
defend itself with proper “bases in South America.” The Brazilians 
are now fortifying the base, and preparing it to receive planes. De- 
spite the constant rumors on the subject, there is no formal agree- 
ment opening the base to us. Instead, there is a strictly informal 
understanding that in the event of an agreed threat to the hemi- 
sphere, the base will be opened to all the hemisphere nations for 
purposes of hemisphere defense. The agreed threat, and con- 
siderable diplomacy, must come before we can defend Natal. This 
is all very well for the present, just as the general Brazilian picture 
is all very well for the present. While a successful Nazi putsch is 
quite possible at any time, Brazilian policy will probably continue 
favorable to this country while the British are still in the ring. 
If the British are beaten, however, the Nazis, as the conquerors, of 
Europe, will have matters al) their own way at Natal and elsewhere. 
We shall have no time to gather the strength to oppose them,

ONE TIME FOR GEORGIA 
(From The Valdosta Daily Times) 


The recommendation of a committee of the 
Georgia general assembly that the entire state 
be placed in the eastern time zone should meet 
with general approval. 

If the legislature should pass the measure, 
and there is ample reason to believe that the 
House and the Senate will give such favorable 
action, it will be necessary for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to give its sanction to the 
change. However, it is not anticipated that the 
Commission’ will refuse to allow the request if 
it is made. 

This change is one that should have been made 
long ago. It is utterly senseless to have two dif- 
ferent time zones in the state. Such a condition 
brings about confusion that is often the cause of 
serious inconvenience and expense. 

Since most of the state is in the eastern zone 
it is reasonable and proper that this should be 
the time for the entire state. 

Some sections of Georgia that are now oper- 
ating on central time have argued that the change 
to eastern time would work a hardship on them, 
but we feel confident that residents of those areas 
will soon become accustomed to the faster time 
and will like it better after it has become effective. 

Those of us»who have been living under east- 
ern time would regret to see the change made 
to central time. However, if it should be found 
necessary to adopt central time for the state, 
rather than eastern, we would be willing to such 
a change to get the entire state in one zone. 

The Times joins with many other papers in 
urging that the general assembly give prompt 
approval to the bill and that the necessary steps 
be taken to secure approval of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission.

The resolution will 
not come up again for some time, 
however, since it takes its place 
at the bottom of the calendar. ., 

Administration leaders, who bit- 
terly opposed the amendment, won 
a hard-fought battle 
when it failed to receive a two- 
thirds: majority or 137 votes. The 
count was 118 for passage and 55 
against. ; 

In the lengthy debate adminis- 
tration leaders indicated they re- 
sented any attempt to tie the 
hands of the Governor relative to 
pardons. They went so far as to 
be willing to forget the pardon 
record of former Governor Rivers. 

If passed by the legislature and 
ratified by the people, the amend- 
ment would make it possible for 
the general assembly to pass laws 
regulating the granting of pardons.

Fine, we say; but look! “And 
one of them, when he saw that 
he was healed, turned back, and 
with a loud voice glorified God,

feet, giving Him thanks; and he 


a Samaritan! 

“And Jesus answering said: 
Were there not 10 cleansed? But 
where are the nine? There aré 
not found that returned to give 
glory to God, save this stranger.

and ask forgiveness, but it is the 
only way to feel right in your 
heart. 


“Second, gratitude. “In _ all 
things give thanks,” is the ad- 
monition of the Scriptures.

Eminently Correct ©” January 4, 1941, there 

appeared in this corner a 
story which ran as follow: “It is the opinion of this observer 
that Frank Leahy, who has enjoyed unusual success in his 
two seasons at Boston College, will be the next head coach 
at Notre Dame ... Irish followers are not satisfied and it 
is the opinion of more than one observer that a coaching 
change is due,” 

It wasn’t so long ago that Elmer Layden resigned 
to become commissioner of professional football. 
And only last night Frank Leahy announced he was 
accepting a long-term contract at his alma mater. 

From beginning to end—as usual—the Georgia- 
owned and Georgia-edited newspaper, The Consti- 
tution, was eminently correct. And only one news- 
paper in the U. S. A. called the turn correctly on the 
coaching change at Notre Dame. 

We mention in what may seem a boasting vein 
because, in some quarters, there was an inclination to 
scoff The Constitution’s source; there was a tendency 
to belittle the entire story. 

But facts speak for themselves. 

On February 14, 1941, Frank Leahy became the head 
coach of Notre Dame. 

And so The Constitution*scored what is easily the lead- 
ing sports news ‘“‘beat’’ in several years. The entire story 
developed shortly after the Sugar Bowl game in New Or- 
leans, and it has followed a rather well-defined pattern. 

Georgia Tech has a new long-term 
Alex Pleased contract to play Notre Dame. It was 
made hefore Elmer Layden resigned. Coach Alex said Georgia 
Tech would be ‘‘delighted to welcome Coach Frank Leahy 
into the league... We will do everything we can to pin his 
ears back. 

“He is a great fellow and we look forward to having a 
most pleasant relationship with Notre Dame, just as we had 
in the past.” 

It was the privilege of this writer to see Coach 
Leahy’s Boston College team play three games during 
the past season. I saw the Eagles wallop Tulane, Au- 
burn and Tennessee. They were a brilliantly coached 
team and definitely played inspired football when the 
occasion demanded it. 

Leahy is the man of the hour in the coaching 
ranks. He made a great hit with Atlanta Touchdown 
Club members and guests at the annual banquet when 
he declared, ‘‘Any coach in the room could have done 
just as well with the material I had at Boston Col- 
lege.”’ - 

In two years at B. C. Leahy put the Eagles in two 
consecutive bowls. He literally saved football at the 
college, which has an enrollment of less than 1,500, 
and no gym. The money secured in the Sugar Bowl 
game saved football at Boston College. 

Leahy made a great statement relative to his return to 
Notre Dame, where he played tackle under Knute Rockne. 

“I’m not going to Notre Dame for financial gain. I want 
to give them a chance to get back something they gave me,’ 
he said.

The following season, he followed 
Sleepy Jim Crowley to Michigan 
State in the ¢ame capacity, and 
went to Fordham when Crowley 
was appointed head football coach 
there in 1933. 

Leahy was credited with devel- 
oping Fordham’s famed “seven 
blocks of granite,” a hard-charg- 
ing iine that carried the Rams 
through three seasons. 

His fine work with Crowley 
brought him an offer from Boston 
College in 1939, and in his first 
year there he put the Eagles in 
the Cotton Bowl at Dallas, Texas. 

Last season, with one of the 
nation’s highest scoring teams, he 
rolled through 10 games without 
a defeat and defeated Tennessee 
in the Sugar Bowl.

Cotton Quotas 


To Remain at 


Virtually No Change To 
Be Made for Next 
Season. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—(P)— 


The agriculture department an- 


nounced today that cotton market- 
ing quota regulations for the 1941 
crop ‘would be virtually identical | 
with those in effect during the 
past three years. | 

Producers voted in 
dum last December 
quotas for the fourth 
year. 

Under the regulations, each cot- 
ton farm will have a marketing 
quota which will be equivalent to 
the normal or actual production of 
cotton, whichever is greater, of 
the farm’s AAA alloted acreage, 
plus the amount of any carryover 
of cotton from previous. crops 
which was not subject to penal- 
ties fqr excess marketing. 

The 1938 farm act authorizes 
a penalty of three cents a pound 
on cotton’ sold in excess of mar- 
keting quotas. 

The regulations provide, as in 
the past, for the use of white, red 
or blue marketing cards to iden- 
tify a producer’s cotton as being 
subject to or free from penalty. 

Producers who plant’ within 
their 1941 allotments and who do 
not have on hand any carryover 
cotton subject to penalty taxes, 
will receive white marketing cards 
and may sell all of their cotton | 
without penalty. | 

Producers who overplant allot- | 
ments or who have on hand any | 
carryover cotton subject to penal- 
ties will receive red cards. Pro- | 
ducers who have on hand “penal- | 
ty” cotton from the 1938 crop will | 
receive blue cards, indicating that | 
they may market this cotton at 
a 2-cent penalty, rather than the 
3-cent penalty charged on present 
surpluses. 

Under the regulations, buyers 
of cotton will be required to col- 
lect penalties on excess market- 


ings.

Clippings sent by many readers | 
tell of the recent death ot a physi- | 
cal training teacher in a metro-| 
politan high schoot, from what the 
health commissioner of that city | 
calls “hydrophobia.” The teacher | 
was bitten by his pet dog October | 
16. The dog, which he had taken 
to the A. S. P. C. A., died of ra- 
bies a few hours afterward. The 
man refused to take Pasteur treat- 
ment, and he died about two 
months later from what the medi- 
cal examiner, after an autopsy, 
declared to be “‘hydrophobia.” 

Two months is a long period of 
incubation, far longer than any 
known germ or virus disease has. 
Indeed, if the opinions of some 
doctors are to be accepted, the in- 
cubation period may be a year or 
even lIcnger in some instances. 
Personally I reject the hotion that | 
a serious germ or virus disease 
can have an incubation period of 
many months, and I question the 
accuracy of a diagnosis or rather 
an opinion, for that is all it can 
be in ‘the present state of our 
knowledge, that rabies developed 
in the teacher fully two months 
after he was presumably infected 
or inoculated by the bite of his pet

By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Thursday.—I always get a thrill when I stand 
at the foot of the Lincoln Memorial and watch the flags waving 
and see flowers being placed on his shrine on February 12. So 
many terrible things were said of him while he 
was alive; if by chance he was the person that 
those who said them, described. On the other 
hand, there were people, many of them, all over 
this country, who did not wait for his death to 
give him their love and devotion. And when 
his death occurred they felt they had lost a 
personal friend. 

One cannot live in the White House with- 
out feeling the influence of the Lincoln tradi- 
tion, because so many rooms are marked with 
his name. Aside from that, time has allowed 
us to get away from the ‘bitterness of his day 
and to evaluate his services to mankind. His 
passion for justice and freedom for all, his great kindliness, which 
made him at times put mercy above justice, seem to be driven 
home as you look at his portraits and live in this house. He was 
never petty. There is no record that he ever made people suffer 
for things said of him. His patience seems to have been phenom- 
enal, and his sense of humor allowed him to rebuke with an amus- 
ing story what some people might have called treason. 

May we plain people learn from him to practice the virtues 
that make life better for us all in the long run.
